( the skies are bright and the air is crisp, it is neither too cold nor 
•Job hot and there is cheer and comfort in life, on the farm, in 


the village and in. the city. \ 


But it is in the country districts that the charms of Autumn 


are,most perceptible. There is the ripening fruitage of or- 


< chards and fields, the changing of the foliage, which on the 


hillsides of New England presents a picture beyond portrayal 


" by the artist's brush'or the poet's pen, and wilhal the fulfill- 


ment of the great promise that harvest shall follow seed lime. 
The tillers of (he soil who in flic springtime went forth to their 
fields with faith and courage now reap the reward of their 
exertions and realize that they live in a land oT plenty.

And this realization is shared by people living in (lie popu- 


• lous centers. At this time of the year farm teams loaded with 


potatoes, apples and other products of the soil arc seen in the 
streets moving from place lo place and- distributing good 
things from house to house nnd fronvmarkel place lo niarkcl 
place. Children are seen munching large apples on the way 
to and from school and there is every evidence that the people 
are living well in spite of the cry aboul the cost. In their sea- 
son come the chestnuts, the walnuts and the butternuts, and, 
is it permissible to mention it?—sweet cider, which hath a 
charm all Its own notwithstanding the shadow of sus)icion 
and odium under which hereafter it is to pass very s lortly 
after coming into Ihc world. 


The gathering of the earth's fruitage, the enjoyment of the 


crisp Autumn days—all leading up to the grand climax of the 
New {England year, Thanksgiving—make life in this part of 
the country, between the heiiled period and the rigors of win- 
ter, well worth the living. Poets have sung of the glories o'f 
this season of the year, but to understand and appreciate them 
to the full one must behold them with his own eyes and breathe 
the life-giving air into his own lungs. 


In all parts of this broad land are men and women among 


whosejiappie'st memories are tho.se of their childhood days in 
New England. They remember how they helped lo gather the 
treasures of the fields and the orchards and gardens after the 
summer days were past and "the frost was on the pumpkm," 
and these memories are a precious part of their lives, however 
much more elaborate may be. their present material circum-
